FIRM TRADE 


AST week I wrote about the American 
feed grain programme. Now, before 
I recross the Atlantic to point out a few 
facts about our own feed grain position, 
I want to touch on a new American de- 
velopment which seems to be making mil- 
lers and others out there see stars (and 
stripes!). 

The blow is the announcement by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture that 
quality premiums for the 1962 wheat crop 
will be based on a sedimentation test—a 
measure of the breadmaking strength of 
wheat. 

As such this might be said to be of no 
interest to Britain. But I am reminded 
that it is not so many years ago that we 
knew nothing of the nitrogen test for 
barley—now it rules our sales! 

The principle—that of basing price on

measured quality—must be right. But 
producers cannot afford to sit back and 
wait for these tests of their products to 
be forced upon them; it is they who 
should be instigating investigations of pos- 
sible tests and making sure that those 
which are adopted are reasonable and 
acceptable to them. 

However, I promised at the start of 
this tirade to come quickly back home and 
talk about our own feed grain position. 
With a record barley crop now estimated 
at 4} million tons we are virtualiy self- 
sufficient, yet over 700, tons were im- 
ported Jast year and over 650,000 tons in 
the first six months of this. 

It’s worth considering where and when 
the bulk of these imports came into the 
country. In fact last year no less than 
230,000 tons of the 700,000 tons imported 
went direct to Northern Ireland. 

Of the 470,000 tons or so remaining 
about 385,000 tons arrived during the 
January/July period and most of it was 
shipped to the west coast ports of Liver- 
pool and Avonmouth. The pattern has 
been very similar in the first six months 
of 1961. 

From these figures one may infer that 
the additional home-grown barley tonnage 
can be absorbed by compounders only 
during the January/July period. Tc take 
advantage of this potential market growers 
must be prepared to sell forward several 
months for once the buyers from the west 
coast mills find they cannot get an assured 
supply off British farms they buy im- 
ported barley to keep the mill wheels 
turning. 

Now—not when it is too late—is the 
time to be awake to this fact.

FRACTIONAL increase in the returns for Grade 1 steers was recorded last 
week, to make it the fifth consecutive week that average market prices have 
improved. Other grades of certified cattle were a little harder to move but 
trade brightened towards the end of the week. Far more stock is being certified than 
last year—last week’s figures showed an increase of nearly fifty per cent on the same 


week in 1969. 

Many of the beasts now coming forward 
can hardly be described as well finished and 
sellers who hold back their cattle may well 
find a stronger market. However, total re- 
turns could not be expected to show a corre- 
sponding improvement as the Government 
standard price is at its lowest (148s 6d) dur- 
ing October. This “guaranteed price” 
increases by about 2s a week during 
November. 

Since July, the average total return for all 
fat cattle has been above the standard price 
but this situation will not continue 
indefinitely. 

Many Eastern Counties centres have been 
returning prices well above national averages 
for some weeks now and last week Bury St. 
Edmunds, Ipswich and Chelmsford were 


again very strong. Other good markets were 
Maidstone, Wellington (Salop), Bedford. 

Prices of both light rev heavy grades of 
lamb improved a little, light sorts, especially, 
more than making up the previous week’s 
fall... As with cattle, offerings were far 
heavier than at the same time last year and 
although average total returns were within a 
penny or two of last year, market prices were 
down by almost Is a lb. The standard price 
remains at its present level of 373d until the 
first week of November. 

Markets showing above-average returns 
included Newton Abbot, Chichester, Ipswich, 
Kettering, Ulverston and Lancaster. Trade 
in heavier sorts appeared firmer at many 
markets in industrial areas.

MILK SALES 
MUST GO 
HIGHER YET 


(}* the milk front the news is good—and not 
so good. On the credit side is praiseworthy 
achievement in stepping up liquid sales. Month by 
month the figures rise—up in England and Wales 
by over 3 million gallons in June and July and, des- 
pite some slackening in pace, by over a million 
gallons in August. Vigour and originality are being 
shown by Boards and distributors alike. 

It seems as though the forecast of a rise of 32m 
gallons in liquid sales in the year to the end of 
next March will be closely approached, and if 
cream be added, surpassed. 

On the other hand, producer prices have had to 
be reduced by Id in both August and September. 
The average over the year looks like being about 
4d down on 1960-61; but for the Price Review 3d 
that would be 14d. 

The fact is that production estimates have gone 
awry. At Price Review time the Government was 
talking of a likely 75m annual increase in the U.K.; 
the Boards used a figure of 40m. based on average 
growth in the last ten years. 

But the first five months from April have wit- 
nessed an increase of no less than 43! million

gallons in England and Wales alone. Our Market- 
ing Correspondent says that continuation of the 
present trend and assuming a mild winter, could 
mean 100 million gallons extra in the year. 

Much of the increase’ in supplies, present and 
anticipated, is due to the apparently unsuspected 
increase in the dairy herd revealed for the first 
time in the June returns. Just why such a rise of 
100,000 animals was not foreseen is somewhat of 
a mystery to us. 

Again, this has been an exceptional year, and 
not too much reliance should be placed on short- 
term production trends. All the same it is un- 
palatable, to say the least, to realize that even 
present sales successes are coping with no more 
than a third of the increased production. 


One solution to this apparently worsening prob- 
lem is at the moment being investigated by a 
select body of wise men for the Joint Committee. 
There may or may not be evolved a workable two- 
tier plan which the Unions can recommend to 
producers, but further discussion of this aspect is 
fruitless until we know just what, if any, system of 
curb has to be assessed against a continuation of 
present freedom, with all its opportunities—and all 
its risks. 

The Boards naturally, and quite rightly, bend 
their efforts to still greater sales. That is just as 
it should be—their job is marketing and a mighty 
continuing effort will be required, quota or no. 

On another page we give some details of the 
autumn campaign in England and Wales. The 
keynote is aggressive salesmanship. That is some- 
thing we need not only in milk but throughout the 
industry.

Those who started the idea in 
America found many pitfalls, not 
entirely unconnected with a too rapid 
expansion leading to over-production 
and marketing problems. It remains 
to be seen whether we can benefit by 
this experience in this country. 





Breed Societies 


LIVELY debate arose, at 

the National Sheep Breed- 
ers’ Association event in Edinburgh, 
on the function of breed societies. I 
am told that Dr. H. P. Donald, 
Director of the Animal Breeding 
Research Organization, was none too 
kind in his remarks. 

All that some Societies did, he 
alleged, was keep flock and herd books, 
while others spent a lot of money on 
advertising.

At large sheep sales where the sheep 
are not run on concrete, it doesn’t take 
a particularly wet day for both pens 
and alleyways to get very muddy in- 
deed—perfect for spreading foot-rot. 
One feels it would be a gesture at least 
for the auctioneers to provide foot 
baths through which the sheep could 
pass on their way to and from the 
sale ring. 


The Teeth of It 


AS any work been done in 
this country, I wonder, to 
see if there is any relationship between 
intensity of stocking and the rate of 
wear of sheeps’ teeth? I see that 
Australian research workers have found 
that animals have become broken- 
mouthed after grazing for a couple of 
years at a rate of six sheep to the acre. 
Considerable wear was found on the 
teeth of sheep after nine months at this 
rate of stocking, but similar sheep 
grazing similar pasture at rates of one 
and three sheep per acre showed no 
wear on the teeth.

Dearer Cream

consumer. I understand that that is 
what has happened in London. 

The price has been put up there to 
2s for 50z of 48 per cent cream, which 
is 2d more on a carton and 3d on a 
bottle. Dairymen argued that the profit 
they were allowed when trying to in- 
crease sales was so small that it was 
not worth bothering about, considering 
the risks involved. They say that cus- 
tomers are reluctant to give orders for 
the following day and if extra cream is 
taken round “on spec” it might not 
be sold and might go “ off.” 


Queer Business 


To step up the price in these 
circumstances seems to be a queer way 
of doing business, especially at a time 
when all sections of the industry should 
be making an all-out effort to sell every 
possible ounce of cream and pint of 
milk. 

I understand that the Board was not 
consulted before the increase was 
made. It should tackle the dairy- 
men on the matter when representa- 
tives of the two organizations meet, at 
the dairymen’s request, to discuss dis- 
tributors’ profits. 


Unfatted Calves 


HAVE come across two cases 
lately of the Ministry being 
“ difficult” over the hill concession for 
the. calf subsidy.

Too Much Bacon 


RITAIN’S bacon market 
seems to be in a state of 
chaos. It has in recent Weeks been 
vastly oversupplied and prices have 
dropped to levels which are the lowest 
since decontrol. For some weeks an 
application has been in hand for an 
anti-dumping duty on Danish middle 
bacon Now the Bacon Curers’ 
Federation has asked for one on Irish 
bacon and for the Minister of Agricul- 
ture to control supplies in general. 
There is also evidence that Jugoslav 
bacon is dumped here but, being an 
iron-curtain country, it is difficult to 
prove. Also the levy system on Dan- 
ish pigs means that there is a subsidy 
on all Danish bacon exported. 





Mostly Imported 





Overall supplies in this country 
have recently been about two-thirds 
imported and one-third home pro- 
duced. In these circumstances, the 
guarantee on bacon pigs, at over 13s 
sc d.w., has reached the highest level 
since 1957 and looks like going higher. 

This is yet another case of a col- 
lapsed market—such cases have been 
all too frequent in the past 12 months. 
In every one were it not for the large 
volume of imports, they would not have 
occurred. Our industry looks to the

Government for action—noi only to 
correct the present troubles but also 
to prevent yet further cases in the 
future.

After all, they have been through a 
period of 17 hours of daylight and it 
must be wrong to let them come into 
full production at a much lower and 
falling level. 

Personally, I do not think that 17 
hours are necessary but somewhere be- 
tween the nornmal 14 and 17 may be 
about right. In this connection I was 
reading an American journal the other 
day which suggested that many experts 
there now feel that 14 to 15 hours is 
the maximum light desirable under 
any circumstances.

whole Common Market would increase. 

But there appears to be little likeli- 
hood that the Commonwealth can be 
given a preference of entry, for the simple 
reason that the Americans will not coun- 
tenance such discrimination against them- 
selves. 

I have also been investigating the pos- 
sibility of the Common Market having 
an Annual Agricultural Review on the 
British pattern. There is so far no such 
proposal and there is no express provision 
for such an annual review in the Treaty 
of Rome but neither is it excluded. 

There is in existence an Agricultural 
sub-committee of the Common Market’s 
Economic and Social Committee. 

So far, however, this Agricultural 
Section has been concerned with the 
formulation rather than the implemen- 
tation or agricultural policy, and there 
is no reason why it should not in 
due course develop into something 
approaching the British Price Review. 


Dr. Sicco Mansholt will exercise con- 
siderable influence on agricultural 
affairs.

“You are producing over 170 per 
cent of what you were producing before 
the war,” said Mr. Soames, “and this 
is not a balance we want to disturb. 
It has come to stay. 

“In this country there are about 
330,000 managing directers who are in- 
dividualistic and go their own ways. We 
must be strong sellers, We have to think 
in terms of selling to a very much en- 
larged market. 

“That is why more and more the small 
man is going to want to be in a strong 
selling position and will want to join in 
co-operative efforts,” he said.

New Records 


“We can take heart from the fact that 
over the last two or three years the sales 
side of the picture looks bright. The peak 
sales in the liquid market of 1951-52 have 
been regained and passed. New records 
are being created. 

“In the first five months of this finan- 
cial year liquid sales have reached a new 
level and the upward trend in milk for 
fresh cream has continued its rate of 
increase. 

“The increase has been equivalent 
to the rate of 27 million gallons annu- 
ally in the liquid market and an extra 
10 million for fresh cream, making a 
total of 37 million. These figures should 
be studied in relation to the average 
growth in the rate of supplies over the 
last 10 years.” 


What if there should be an extra 100 
million gallons this year? It is impossible 
to shift your market in a short run. It is 
a question of a gradual building up of 
strength, which costs a lot of money in 
pushing sales against fierce competition. 

But milk is only one facet of our great 
industry. We are faced with over-pro- 
duction and under-selling in other com- 
modities.

High Density 

At about eight weeks and a weight of 
45 to S0lb, pigs are bunched into two 
growing yards, where the stocking density 
is very high. Feeding is unrestricted and 
to appetite. Fattening takes place in the 
simplest of Danish houses, also at a high 
stocking rate. Lavish use of straw in both 
yards and fattening house ensures condi- 
tions as comfortable as those in far more 
elaborate accommodation. 

Birth-to-slaughter takes approximately 
six months. Killing weight works out at 
roughly 200lb. Mr. Hall’s cutters are 
used for either pork or bacon and, in spite 
of ad lib. feeding and no recording of feed 
conversion or live weight gain, still manage 
to grade about 50 to 60 per cent “ A’s.” 


Disease is no problem despite heavy 
stocking.

On grass in summer was the most eco- 
nomical, but if winter feeding methods 
were brought up to date, one could eco- 
nomise in labour. 

To do this, he did not think it neces- 
sary to involve large sums of capital in 
the American type of tower silo and auto- 
matic push-button feeding. 

If grazing was good, cattle could be 
finished on grass after a winter on a Jower 
level of nutrition. A winter ration of tur- 
nips or silage, plus hay, straw and a small 
allowance of home grown cereals, should 
be sufficient to maintain young beef stores 
in a good growing condition. 


Finished in Winter 

This procedure however, could be re- 
versed and finishing then took place in 
the winter time. This was more expen- 
sive, but then one met the higher prices 
of the spring market. It was quite pos- 
sible to get the best suckled calves to 
sufficient weight and finish in their first 
winter, provided they were kept going 
on a ration reasonably high in protein. 

“T myself have always been interested 
in cattle designed for the specific purpose 
of beef production, which can convert 
home-produced feedingstuffs into top 
quality carcases,” Mr, Brewis said. “The 
easiest cattle to feed were those which 
are well bred; well bred in the true and 
traditional sense. 


“We must look for cattle which will 
grow to 9-94cwr for steers and 7-7icwt 
for heifers at about 18 months, and also 
produce a fleshy carcase. The feeder 
therefore, should buy stores from a 
breeder whose stock has been carefull 
selected, sired by the best type of beef 
bull out of big fleshy cows.

DEVELOPMENT body for sheep, financed by the industry itself at 
an estimated cost of between £500,000 and £1 million a year, and prob- 
ably established on a statutory basis, is proposed by the National Sheep 
Mr. G. E. Luck, the President, announced this last 


week at the Association’s dinner, held during its national sheep event at Edin- 
burgh. A memorandum adopted by the Council has been sent to the Minister, 
the Secretary of State for Scotland and the N.F.U.s. 


The proposed body would combine 
some of the functions of the Pig Industry 
Development Authority, some of the non- 
marketing functions of the Milk Market- 


ing Boards and some of the activities of | 


bodies like New Zealand Meat Producers. 

Mr. Luck said that for several years 
the Association had been studying the 
question and had come to the conclusion 
that the time had come to form a body 
that would foster and promote production, 
research and marketing. 


Not Out of Subsidy 

“We have every intention that this 
should be done by the industry itself 
ind not out of a subsidy,” he declared. 

‘We will not have any bargaining 
power if we ask the public to run our 
show.” 

A statement giving the Council of the 
Association’s views, issued last week, says 
that sheep are the least developed branch 
of the live stock industry. Home pro- 
ducers are supplying a smaller share of a 
smaller market than they did pre-war. 

The proposed development body would 
operate technical committees, engage as 
required the best brains on any subject 


to serve its needs and undertake any acti 
vities necessary to help producers 

It would draw up a programme to 
secure improvements in production, pro 
cessing and distribution and exercise 
some influence on research, experimental 
and extension services. 

It is pointed our that as all sections of 
the industry could derive : considerable 
benefit from such activities it is proper 
that the cost should be borne by the 
industry as a whole

Biggest Reservoir of 
Genes in the World 


PARKED off by Mr. Oscar Colburn, a discussion arose about whether some 
S of the 36 sheep breeds in the country still had a useful function to perform. 
While it was generally agreed, said Mr. Colburn, that some breeds had 
passed their period of usefulness, it was perhaps fortunate that they represented 
the biggest reservoir of genes for breeding anywhere in the world.

M. thods of identifying ewes were examined at the Blythbank farm of the Animal 
Breeding Research Organizatien. 


Dr. Donald thought that in the future 
sheep would need genes that would en- 
able them to use low-grade fodder, plants 
grown in the sea and which were resistant 
to disease. 

These genes might exist in our own 
breeds, but he would like to see the pool 
increased by bringing in other breeds that 
were used to adversity. 

Mr. W. Young, Skerrington Mains, 
thought there were too many breeds, and 
maintained: “We must reduce the pos- 
sibility of variation in a strain to the 
lowest possible extent. 


Net Concerned 

_ “When it is successful that is called 
line-breeding. When it is unsuccessful 
it is called in-breeding. I am not in the 
least concerned about the loss of genes.” 

On the same lines was a paper in which 
Dr. G. Wiener described a survey taking 
in 3,000 pedigree flocks of 14 breeds. 

The majority were small, had been in 
existence only a few years and in any 
one year used only one or two rams. 

There were a few large, old-established 
flocks using many rams and whose rams 
were widely used in pedigree flocks. 

For the majority the opportunities for 
genetic improvement were poor, but these 
opportunities existed for the few breeders 
willing to take them, said Dr. Wiener. 

Asked whether it was worth while to 
bother about improvement schemes for 
numerically small breeds he replied that 
they were even more necessary than fo:

large breeds, which had enough genetic 
material to take the risk of not having 
such schemes. 

In a small breed deterioration might 
set in just by chance and a directed im- 
provement programme was needed to 
avoid the possibility of it dying out alto- 
gether. The thing to decide was whether 
such breeds were wanted. 

Mr. Luck made a strong plea for 
more recording. Speaking as a Kent or 
Romney Marsh breeder he said it had 
paid him hand over fist. For the past 
five years he had weighed every fleece 
from every ewe. 

He declared: “Recording is the only 
thing for the future. In a small breed, 
with small flocks, the only way to keep 
going is to prove it has got something 
that is good and you can only do that by 
having records.” 


Longevity 

Mr. J. W. Frater, Berwick, concerned 
about longevity of the ewe, pointed out 
that its life was comparatively short. 
Could it be prolonged even by one year? 

He was told that no research work 
was going on regarding the heritability 
of this factor and the scientists on the 
platform did not appear to think that 
it was of great importance. 

Dr. A. F. Purser, for example, said that 
the more attention that was paid to lon- 
gevity the slower would be genetic im- 
provement. 

Mr. Colburn, however, pointed out that 
longevity was vital to the commercial man, 
who bought ewes at £10 to £14 apiece and 
then had to sell them fat at £4. 

From the breeder’s point of view the 
quicker he could turn over his genera- 
tions the better, but it was essential to 
breed ewes for the commercial man that 
would live long. 

The average life of a ewe in a com- 
mercial flock was probably only three 
years, which meant that £8 or £9 had 
to be written off the cost in that period. 
Another point made was that the hill 

man could select on the female side much 
better if his ewes lived a long time. He 
would be able to cull his poorer ewe hoggs 
before putting them into the flock.

Scrapie—It’s Up to Breeders 


R. J. T. STAMP, Director of the Animal Diseases Research Association, 
Moredun Institute, threw the ball smartly back to the breeders when 
he was asked by Mr. Luck what research workers could do in associa- 

tion with sheep masters to clean up scrapie so that it would be possible to 


resume the export trade. He declared:

Mr. Luck had said that while research 
had been going on into the menace of 
scrapie for a good many years, not much 
progress had been made in cleaning it up. 

Dr. Stamp thought there was no pros- 
pect of eradicating the disease but there 
was hope of controlling it if breeders 
were honest. 

“ Dispose of all infected cases and the 
relatives of infected cases,” he appealed. 
“And I don’t mean dispose of them 
into the breeding market but to the 
fat stock market. 

“I know of numerous instances where 


you ‘ie dene little to help and a lot to 
hinder the control of scrapie.’ 

It might be 20 years before research 
workers got the answer, said Dr. Stamp, 
but breeders had the solution in their 
own hands. 


Incidence Varies 

He added that the incidence of the 
disease varied considerably from breed to 
breed and from flock to flock. Some 
flocks had only one or two cases every 
year whereas others might have a 25 per 
cent mortality.

Next in the field to reply to the 
Association’s comments was Mr. A. R. 
Wannop, Director of the Hill Farming 
Research Organization, who declared that 
he was not wearing a “white sheet of 
penitence.” 

But he was not complacent either and 
was conscious of having committed sins 
of omission and commission. 

He reminded the Association that re- 
search was not simple but had to be 
fundamental and critical and added that 
if the comments resulted in more facilities 
for research they would have greatly 
benefited the industry. 

Finally, Dr. J. T. Stamp, Director of 
the Animal Diseases Research Associa- 
tion, Moredun !astitute, added his weight 
to the argument. He expressed surprise 
at the charge of secrecy about research 
made by the Association.

Vaccination Theory 


EFUTING the theory that vaccina- 
tion against fowl pest caused de- 
terioration in egg quality, Americar gene- 
ticist Dr. F. B. Hutt said last week “I 
nope this unproved theory will not be 
advanced in this country as a reason for 
not vaccinating after you have spent 12 
years attempting to eradicate the disease.” 
Dr. Hutt, of Cornell University, was 
speaking at a B.O.C.M. poultry confer- 
ence in London. There was some evi- 
said, that albumen quality 
tended to deteriorate in flocks that had 
repeatedly vaccinated.

VETERAN MARKET 
REPORTER GETS 
HIS B.E.M. 


FORMER cattle salesman, from 

Fakenham, Norfolk, was presented 
with the British Empire Medal at King’s 
Lynn, Norfolk, last week. He is Mr. 
LEONARD SYDER, aged 76, who has been 
a Market Reporter for the Ministry of 
Agriculture’s Market Reporting Service 
for over 49 years. 

Mr. Syder has attended the cattle 
market at King’s Lynn since 1911, and 
has also regularly attended markets at 
Islington, London, and others in East 
Anglia as a cattle and sheep salesman 
until 1939. In that year he was appointed 
sheep grader at Norwich and Fakenham, 
a position which he had held for 15 years 
when he retired at the age of 70. 

He was responsible for the sale of all 
the Royal stock at the Smithfield Show 
for King Edward VII, and King 
George V, before decontrol. 

Said Mr, Syder last week: “I am 
going to complete my 50 years with the 
Service, which will be next March, but 
then I shall pack up.” 

The award, announced in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours List, was presented to 
him by the Lord Lieutenant of Norfolk,

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Tractor-Mounted 
Pipe Rack 
Aids Handling 


OMPLAINTS from his men about too 
much manhandling of irrigation pipes 
prompted Mr. Jack Milsted, of Green 
Farm, Nettlested, Kent, to think of a way 
of mechanizing the job. The result is a 
tractor-mounted carrier, which holds 20 
3in-diameter pipes, reduces the labour re- 
quirements from four men to two, and 
gets the job done more quickly. The car- 
rier consists of front- and rear-mounted 
racks, rectangular in shape and con- 
structed of angle iron side members and 
strip iron stays. 

The front rack is bolted upright to the 
tractor’s axle and is stayed to the engine 
mounting plate. The pipes are supported 
by 10 pieces of jin diameter iron tubing, 
welded at an angle to each side member. 

Tractor hydraulics lift the rear rack, 
which is mounted in the 3-point linkage 
This enables the loaded tractor to 
manoeuvre near hedges and through tail 
crops.

RAIN driers for the small acreage 

farmer are being manufactured by 
Ransomes, Sims & Jefferies, Ltd., of Ips- 
wich.

ALES of dehydrated potato in America 

are being closely studied by Shrop- 
shire F.U.—for it is thought that if this 
trend (an upward one) was to be followed 
in this country it could lead to increased 
demands for powdered potato on the 
British market. 

The executive committee of the County 
F.U. has asked headquarters to consider 
this trend—from a 190,000 ton consump- 
tion in America 1957 the figure had 
jumped to 390,000 tons in 1959 (the last 
year statistics were  availablé}—and 
encourage the Potato Board to undertake 
research into dehydration. 

Said the executive’s vice-chairman, Mr 
Peter Watson-Jones: “There are sub- 
stantial sales in America, and now 
they are being marketed in some parts 
of this country. The committee is 
anxious the trend should be watched so 
that if there is an increased demand in 
this country it can be met from potatoes 
grown and processed here.”

An Open Market 
For British Stock 


by R. TROW-SMITH 


the dusty roads trudge peasants’ 

wives, bundles of grass on their 
heads; now and again a bullock cart 
goes by. Only two or three years 
ago tenants could be called together 
periodically to kiss the hand of the 
princes when they arrived on their 
estates. Beside this you find a farm 
where 1,050 cows are milked, produc- 
tion costed to the last lire, and rations 
calculated to the last ounce; or a hold- 
ing where one of the 85 giant Har- 
vestore silos installed in Italy contains 
the fodder for an up-to-the-minute 
baby beef enterprise. 

That is the paradox of the Italian coun- 
tryside and of the Italian countryman— 
perhaps in a few months a partner of 
the British farmer in the Common Mar- 
ket. 

On the one hand an immense, wide- 
spread and age-old poverty; on the other 
hand as progressive an agriculture as one 
could find anywhere. Peasantry and 
pauperism yield slowly to an ill-inspired 
programme of rural regeneration; progress 
comes in willy-nilly because some men go 
out into the wider world of Europe to see 
what other people are doing, or commerce 
applies to the land its own enlightenment. 

The poverty is an historical legacy. 
Even after the war, half Italy’s E°hses, 
tion, similar to that of the British 
worked on the land, again in area about 
that of the United Kingdom and Eire 
combined. In other words every other 
person you met, from tiny tot to aged 
grandmother, was employed in agriculture. 
In Britain the figure is one in 20 


Even Rabbits 


More than that, many tenures were 
wholly feudal in their complexity, largely 
feudal in their servility. In extreme cases, 
more than half the produce of a tiny hold- 
ing of less than five acres was the land- 
lord’s due, even to the rabbit pelts. 

Moreover, so acute was the pressure 
of rural population upon the national re- 
sources that legislation laid down a mini- 
maim labour use upon the larger holdings. 
This varied from region to region, 
on one estate I visited the owner had, 
until a couple of years ago, been legally 
compelled to employ one worker for every 
74 acres, plus one more for every six cows. 

By ensuring this measure of employ- 
ment, the State hoped to keep its country- 
men at least alive. In the result, 
anization was delayed, the scythe cut the 
hay and the harvest, and despite starva- 
tion wages of a shilling an hour, produc- 
tion costs were fantastically high. 

Recent legislation has swept away this 
compulsory employment rate. It has also 


[te is a land of contrasts. Along 
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swept away most of the great estates, so 
that both the too-small tenant and the 
landiess labourer may be planted upon 
new, viable smallholdings. 

Valid facts are harder to come by in 
Italy than anywhere else west of the Iron 
Curtain; but unbiassed observers confirm 
my impression that this virtually national- 
ized agriculture on the little farm just 
isn’t working out. The acres are still too 
few, and tradition is not being replaced 
by technical know-how. 

This side of Italian agriculture has little 
interest and no significance—yet—to the 
rest of the Common Market. It may be 
some cold comfort to our own Ministry 
of Agriculture that Britain’s small-farmer 
problem just doesn’t begin to signify 
against this gigantic Italian headache. 


Two Crops 


But alongside this less-than-successful 
rural revolution, which lies largely upon 
Italy’s hilly backbone, there runs a far 
more significant revolution in the coastal 
lowlands and the immensely fertile river 
plains: the land where strawberries will 
ripen in February; where two cereal crops 
in a twelvemonth have yielded nearly 6 
tons of wheat and rice a year, the wheat 
cut in June, the rice then planted and 
harvested in October. 

This is the land where the high-value 
fruit and vegctable crops are grown which 
would dominate Covent Garden all the 


around 6d a Ib. He made only 3d Ib 
last year but the fruitless orchards of 
Northern Europe have doubled his price 
this year. His pears will make even 
more. 


In all, he will gross £56,000, or 
£560 an acre. With wages zt £3 a 
week for an 8-9 hour dry he will be 
doing quite nicely, thank you. 


And thanks, of course, to the co-opera- 
tive fruit store of which he is a member. 
This store, near Bologna, is one of dozens 
scattered through this countryside. It 
purchases apples, pears and peaches from 
its 15 shareholder members, and from any- 
one else who cares to offer lots. It pro- 
vides technical advice and materials. It 
will even advance funds for planting and 
machinery. It has cold stores (at 36 deg 
F) for 3,500 tons of fruit and it is building 
new cold chambers for a further 12,500 
tons. Most of the apples and pears are 
cold-stored through the winter, to be un- 
loaded on European markets in spring. 

In unloading its apples and pears, this 
local co-op has behind it the world-wide 
intelligence service and marketing advice 
of the Istituto Nazionale per il Commer- 
cio Estero, the government-aided export 
agency, which explores the world mar- 
kets and, as Muriay explains, offers con- 
siderable aid to transport costs. 

There is little gleam of hope here for 
British growers, unless they can convince

year round were it not for-tariff protec- 
tion for the British grower for his in- 
season produce. 

If that tariff falls a victim to Common 
Market policy, then our market garden 
men will be Icft loveless in a cold climate. 
Especially as the Italian has now added 
a highly efficient international marketing 
agency to his other advantages of nation- 
ally planned irrigation and naturally 
abundant warmth. 

Signor Giovanni Venturi, for instance. 
He is an up-and-coming young man on 
his paternal farm of 270 acres—so appro-. 
priately named the Asienda Agricola—near 
Ferrara in the low flat plain of the river 
Po. He came to Smithfield Show last 
year, just to buy a good English baler and 
to investigate the possibilities for him of 
the Massey-Ferguson system. 

Giovanni Venturi has, among other 
things, 100 acres of hard fruit, of which 
half are mature Delicious apples and half 
young apples and pears. Deep irrigation 
channels run alongsife. His orchards of 
half-standards, planied only 15ft apart 
but in wide rows for easy inter-row clean- 
ing, are, he says, sprayed 25 times in 
the course of the year. 

His overall yieid of hard fruit is 10,000 
quintaux a year, or 1,000 rons, of which 
I judged that 90 per cent was of clean, 
marketable and grading quality, His trees 
are laden down with prime fruit, and 
propped up against the weight. He has 
already (first week of Sept.) begun to 
pick, and he is selling his apples to the 
co-operative grading and storage plant at 


the British housewife that beneath its 

scabby russet skin the British apple has a 

flavour that the others haven’t got. And 

that, with the level of expertise of the 

average British housewife, is unlikely. 
And that goes for tomatoes too. 


Our Opportunity 

This threat of the Italian horticulturist 
is too well-known to need underlining. 
What I think is unknown and needs em- 
phasis is the chance that awaits the British 
live stock man in the Italian market. 

The opportunity is simply this: a 
very advanced live stock husbandry is 
spreading slowly but surely through the 
Italian countryside, but good stock to 
accompany this better husbandry is not 
to hand. 

Cirio, one of Europe’s biggest dairy en- 
terprises, has gone to North America for 
its foundation stock. At Piana Caiazzo, 
near Casserta, at the rear of Vesuvius, is 
a milk producing and processing factory on 
a grand scale. And there are already half- 
a-dozen like it in Italy. This fertile clay 
carries 1,050 cows in-milk on roughly 600 
actes of forage. Two-thirds are Cana- 
dian Holsteins, one-third Brown Swiss of 
American origin. 

They are housed in great sheds of 
modern design, with English-type tubular 
steel yokes and water bowls, 96 to a shed. 
Cows are allocated to cowsheds according 
to yield, ranging from high-yielders to dry 
cows. Rationing is thus simplified because 
every cow in a shed receives a standard 
ration in which the margin of error is 








unlikely to be more than plus or minus 
a few per cent. 

Average daily milk production is 3,400 
gallons, representing a herd average of 
more than 1,100 gallons. The cows are 
zero-grazed on forage crops, fresh in 
summer, hayed for winter use with maize 
and sorghum silage which is cutter-blown 
into great tower silos, one to each pair of 
cowsheds. 

As in France, I found vast quantities of 
beet pulp being used here. It is molassed 
during soaking either at 35 or 65 per cent 
molasses “because molasses is a cheap 
carbohydrate,” Dr. Bertino Zacchi, the 
manager-vet explains. Water is added to 
exact ratio of 1 part dry pulp to 5 parts 
water. 


Tomato-feed 

Each yield-selected cowshed has its pile 
of beet soaking; and as the concentrate re- 
quirement of all the cows in a shed is the 
same, the concentrate is added to the pulp. 
It is home-mixed from tomato purée waste, 
maize, rye, barley, oats, sunflower seed 
and pulses. 

The cows go through two four-point 
doubled-up parlours, one equipped by 
Gascoigne, the other by Alfa-Laval. Milk- 





ing takes each team of nine people an 
eight-hour day: there are nine not be- 
cause labour is abundant and cheap but 
because the Italian heat makes absolute 
cleanliness essential The cows are 
washed by four women, one with soap, 
one with clean water, one with hypochlor- 
ite, and one drying with a clean tissue for 
every cow. Two men work the four units. 
Two men bring the cows in from the 
sheds. And there is one voluble foreman. 


None Too Clean 


There is no official supervision of milk 
cleanliness in Italy: the country is not 
noticeably preoccupied by good hygiene 
and for my own peace of mind I would 
never, in Italy, go into the kitchens even 
of the luxury hotels at which agricultural 
journalists are accustomed to stay. But 
Cirio does a bacteriological test of its milk 
every day as a check on machine cleanli- 
ness (and a tuberculin test twice a year). 
Part of the daily 3,400 gallons is bottled, 
after irradiation, for house-to-house de- 
livery in Naples. The rest is made into 
baby milk, under an American licence. 

The whole enterprise is marshalled like 
a well-officered army. Only at Elveden 
have I seen a comparable system of cow 
recording for every aspect of health, per- 
formance and breeding; and I don’t think 
that even Elveden possesses a wall chart 
( by which the whereabouts in shed and 
stall of each of the 1,050 cows can be seen 
at a glance. 

The same precision extends to costings. 

Bertina Zacchi is a quick-witted and pro- 
foundly intelligent man. He also has been 
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oo Retain, nen, oat be ae Oe eS 8 
split-second mime of the Stableforth 
brows or the dignified domed head of = 
Paterson. 

He will also tell you that on average it 
costs 6s Id a day to feed a high-yielder 
giving 6.8 gallons, or 4s for a low-yielder 
at 2} gallons. He will show you the global 
break-down of annual costs per cow: in 
percentages, forage 22, pulp and bought 
bulk feeds 27, concentrates 15, straw 5, 
gig? 23, veterinary 4, and miscellaneous 

He will, furthermore, tell you that aver- 
age costs per cow per day are 643 lira, to 
which 58 lira are added for overheads. 
Calculation shows that milk .is produced 
here at 3s 4d a gallon to retail bottled and 
delivered at 8s a gallon. 


Doing All Right 

Despite the high costs, the enterprise 
does nicely, thank you. It does even 
better than you think, because’ the high 
costs are due to the sale by other Cirio 
enterprises of feedingstuffs to this Cirio 
enterprise at full market price. 

Dr. Zacchi is in the world market for 
— stock. So far he has dealt with 

and the States. A recent purchase 

was the black-and-white Reflection’s 
Serenade, for which he paid the Canadian 
breeder 6,000,000 lira—about £3,500 
and which has now entered the Cirio 
private A.I. stud. He and many big men 
like him are on the look-out for gallons 
plus butter-fat. That is why he has one- 
third Brown Swiss at 4.1 per cent fat to 
bolster the useful 3.8 per cent fat average 
of his Holsteins. He has tried Jerseys— 
again American stock—but soon sent them 
packing. 
Long Records 

His passion for exactitude has now 
brought him to lifetime analyses of age of 
first calving, total milk production for total 


food fed, weight at and reason for selling, 
and weight of calves at 18 months. 





There’s surely a market here for 
British stock with real performance 
records behind them—and I don’t mean 
just 30S-day yields of three selected 
daughters. 


Last—but perhaps the greatest chance 
of all—beef. Here we go back to our 
old friend Giovanni Venturi, because he 
is typical of half-a-dozen beef men I saw. 
The Italian Government, with some wis- 
dom, the memory of a recent national 
wheat surplus, and the picture of Euro- 
pean over-production of milk in mind, is 
encouraging its farmers into meat: sheep 
on the hills, beef on the lowlands. Italy, 
on balance, is a net importer of all meats. 

A lot of men are heeding this official 
guidance, but are having to base their beef 
on the Marchiano and the Romagnola, 
both bearing too-evident signs of their 
long use in the bullock cart and plough. 
Their sheep are the inevitable Merino 
crosses of southern Europe. British ewes, 
I am sure, could double the existing 
productivity.- 


Popular Friesians 

Venturi, in a new bullock shed of excel- 
lent design, 200-head capacity, and pop- 
hole exits to outside yards, bases his 
young beef enterprise on the dairy-type 
Friesian cow now spreading fast through- 
out Italy, and the white Romagnola. He 
breeds some of his stores and single- 
suckles; others he buys and weans off a 
calf-milk substitute. He feeds on an ever- 
rising plane of nutrition until he finishes at 
about 14 months and 8-9cwt live weight 
on 35lb of Harvestore maize silage, 10Ib 
of lucerne hay and Sib of maize and soya 
concentrate, 

He again ay precisely costed his beef 
enterprise. In field rearing on traditional 
lines his beef cost him Is 6d a Ib to pro- 
duce; now, with yarding and Harvestore.

it costs him 1s. The difference will pay 
for the £6,000 Harvestore quite quickly. 
Incidentally, he doesn’t feed by auger 
but cuts out of the silo into an elevator 
which fills a zero-grazing forage spreader 
emptying into the central feeding passage 
of the beef shed, whence the silage is 
forked into the mangers each side. 
Giovanni Venturi is producing quick, 
cheap beef. He fails only in the quality 


of his initial stock and, therefore, of the 
end product. 


Quite Silly 
Here is a man who has been to Smith- 
field, where he was successfully sold a 
Jones baler and Ferguson tackle. Nobody, 
apparently, tried to sell him British beef. 
I asked him whether he had seen the 
beef classes. He said yes, but they had 
seemed to him quite silly; and no one had 
shown him any live weight gain figures. I 
then gave up; except to ask him what he 
paid his men. 
About £3 a week, for a 50-hour week. 
Has anyone ever thought what will 
happen to the British farm worker if, in 
the free interchange of labour envisaged 
by the Treaty of Rome, Italian agricul- 
tural workers come to work in Britain 
im force? 
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NLY in the field of horticulture has Britain anything to fear from Italy if 
we enter the Common Market and accept its common agricultural policy. 
The Italians have the natural advantage of climate and the artificial aids 
of cheap labour, transport subsidies and a closely knit organization of co- 


operatives backed by the State. 

Eventually, of course, the transport 
subsidies would have to be abolished if 
the agricultural concept of the Treaty of 
Rome were to be implemented. Wage 
levels are bound to rise on the land as 
emigration increases and industry grows. 
There is no reason why British horticul- 
turists should not themselves organize just 
as effective co-operation. 

But against the Italian sun there is no 
defence. 

It should not be assumed, however, that 
Italy is in any hurry about operating the 
common agricultural policy. She has, 
perhaps, the most protected agriculture in 
the Common Market, and everyone with 
whom I talked there was adamant that 
the harmonization of agricultural policies 
even within the Six was a long-term pro- 
ject. 

Of course, they would not commit 
themselves as to how long; but the in- 
ference was that the proposed transitional

There is sani vail concern in Rome 
about developing trade with Britain in 
industrial goods—clothes, footwear, type- 
writers, office machinery, cars, scooters 
and so on—although the Southern 
Italians are naturally more interested in 
— exports of horticultural pro- 

luce. 


Policies, Principles 

The decision will obviously be —, 
and the common agricultural policy is a 
matter of principle. But I am convinced 
from my discussions there that the Italians 
would concede that Britain must be 
allowed to continue effective protection 
of her horticultural industry—or, for that 
matter of other home-produced food- 
stuffs. 

Pe ee oe Se we fe 
the forthcoming negotiations, the Italians 
would not veto our entry into the Com- 
mon Market because we insisted on main- 
taining horticultural protection. Quite 
apart from industrial goods, we are their 
second best customer (Germany being the 
first) for most horticultural products, des- 
pite our tariffs. 

We come second only to West Germany 
as buyers of Italian apples, pears, cauli- 
flower, potatoes and fresh vegetables; 
and we are their best customer for canned 
and puree tomatoes. 

It is obvious, therefore, why Italy is one 
of the most stalwart supporters of British 


entry into the Common Market. If we 
were kept out for any reason and there- 
fore increased our tariffs against imports 
from the Common Market countries, 
Italy would suffer a severe economic 
blow. 

Just as Germany finds the Six too 
small a market for her industrial produc- 
tion and France needs wider horizons for 
her profligate arable agriculture, so Italy 
needs markets outside the existing Com- 
mon Market for both her industrial and 
horticultural expansion. 

Italy is a country of 51 million people 
in a land area half the size of France and 
only about 20 per cent larger than the 
United Kingdom or Western Germany. 
It is really two different communities; 
north of Rome, progressive, industrial and 
affluent; south of Rome, primitive, under- 
developed, under-privileged, and. poverty- 
stricken. There are historical as well as 
climatic and geographical reasons for the 
disparity. 

The attempt now being made to achieve 
parity between the south and the north 
will be a long, costly and psychologically 
difficult process. 

Since the war, the agricultural popula- 
tion of Italy as a whole has declined from 
nearly half to under a third of the total; 
but, as in France, agricultural incomes lag 
about 40 per cent behind those of other 
sectors. Agriculture accounts for about 
22 per cent of the gross national product 
* fualy, the highest figure of any country

Hardly Private 


The Federconsorzi provides the Italian 
farmer and horticulturist with all the ad- 
vantages of big business centralization. It 
buys, collects and sells his produce; it 
purchases and distributes his requisites; it 
owns grading, packing, cold storage and 
processing plants; it controls the market 
by storage during gluts and releases during 
periods of shortage; it provides technical 
advice and assistance and cheap credit 
facilities. 

Although the officials of the Federcon- 
sorzi insist that it is a purely private busi- 
ness concern, it has the closest relationship 
with the Government and is invariably 
consulted by the Ministries of Agriculture 
and Foreign Trade on matters of policy 
and administration. 

Two examples will suffice to show how 
close this relationship is in practice. The 
wheat trade is a Government monopoly 
and the Federconsorzi operates this mono- 
poly on behalf of the Government. Far- 
mers have to deliver a compulsory quota 
of their wheat production at fixed prices 
to the Federconsorzi, who also are the only 
firm allowed to import wheat. This can 
hardly be described as private trade! 

The second example is that the farmers 
who have been provided with land expro- 
priated from the large estates in the south 
are required law to join and maintain 
membership a co-operative, which in 


practice means association with the 
Federconsorzi. 

The Italian Government supports and 
protects its agriculture and horticulture 
in a variety of ways. It fixes prices for 
wheat, sugar beet, hemp and tobacco, and 
regulates imports of butter, beef and veal 
by minimum import prices. There are 
import quotas for wine, sugar, fresh milk, 
—_ fruit, dehydrated beetroot and acid 
oils 

In addition, a wide range of foodstuffs 
are subject to import tariffs, as follows:

Going Down 

The Italian Government also subsidizes 
agricultural exports and means of pro- 
duction. Agricultural exports enjoy a re- 
bate of 10-30 per cent on rail transport 
charges of more than 125 miles; and there 
is a reduction of up to 15 per cent on 
sea transport charges. There is a tax re- 
mission on fuel used for agricultural and 
horticultural purposes; the Government 
pays a contribution of 50 per cent of the 
purchase price of selected seeds of cereals, 
fodder plants and vegetables; and moun- 
tain farmers receive a subsidy of 35 per 
cent of the price of fertilizers. 

Add to all these measures the fact that 
Italy is the only country in Europe where 
in the years 1955-59 agriculture benefited 
from more public investment than private 
investment. Yet in 1960 Italian agricul- 
tural output suffered a decline of 2.6 per 
cent, tesulting in an overall increase in 
prices of 2.3 per cent. 

It is hardly surprising, therefore, that 
an official Italian statement in June this 
year declared: “ Substantial concern is felt

On the majority of ditchers, parts which 
wear excessively are usually cheap and 
easy to replace. If, however, the 
operator continues to use the machine 
without replacing worn parts, then the 
efficiency of the machine will suffer.

In dry and 
dusty conditions, grease and dust 
can rapidly turn itself into a 
grinding paste. .

Remember, a combination of oil and dust 


makes a damaging abrasive mixture. 
So, when working under dusty condi- 
tions, do not overdose bearings with 
oil. Also remember that even the best 
grease, if continually submerged in 
water, can rapidly crystallize and 
harden. 







It is advisable to clean out those bearings 


which are in contact with damp soil 
and work them dry, or best of all apply 
a thin film of a reliable molybdenum 
disulphide dispersion. Sections of the 
ditcher which are clear of dust and dirt 
should be lubricated regularly.

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Apprenticeships? 
You Can Have ’em 


GREAT many years ago in 

Argentina I served an appren- 

ticeship. I worked on an 
Estancia for a year for exorbitantly 
long hours and at very low rates of pay. 
At the end of that time I was given a 
certificate stating that one J. Cherring- 
ton had done his apprenticeship in the 
work of cattle ranching and was quali- 
fied to take on a responsible job. 

Armed with this document, which I 
still have, I set out to try to improve 
my position. I secured an interview 
with a future employer and, when 
asked for my credentials, produced my 
precious bit of paper. 

My prospect took one look at the 
signature and flung it back at me, say- 
ing in effect that Mr. A. who had 
signed it would know less than nothing 
about ranching, and that anything he 
had taught me would be worthless in 
his own business. I could come to 
him, he said, on trial, and start at the 
bottom. 

Jobs being very short in those days, 
I accepted his terms, and have thought 
very little of apprenticeships ever since. 


¥ * % 


I must qualify this by restricting my 
criticism to Agricultural Apprentice- 
ships. I know there are trades which 
no one can enter unless he has served 
his time. Ships’ officers have to be 
apprenticed, printers’ unions control 
the available labour through the num- 
ber of apprentices. Many skilled 
unions insist on indentures before 
allowing workers to earn the maximum 
wage. 

But all these trades are what might 
be called standard trades. Where the 
required skill is first of all a fairly high 
one, and secondly is to some extent a 
matter that can be determined by tests 
or exams. 

The Agricultural Apprentice Scheme 
fulfils neither of these conditions. 
There are no measurable skills in 
farming these days. The processes on 
each farm vary so much with the 
idiosyncracies of the individual farmer 
that what may well suit one employer 
may well drive another up the wall. 


* * * 


L recognize the sincerity that inspired 
the scheme. Possibly it was sparked 
off by a real feeling that the status of 
our industry should in some way be 
raised. But, like so many good ideas, 
it was never thought out. 

First of all, why insist that the boy 
should take a lower wage for the first 
two years with the promise that he 
may get it back in the third? Surely 
boy’s wages in farming are low enough 
as it is without making the job still more 
unattractive? 

Then the fact that having served his 
time in no way guarantees a higher 
rate in after employment, must be an

admission that the apprentice does not 
learn any more than any intelligent boy 
could, who puts in his time working on 
one or a number of other farms, 

I know the apprentice will go to day 
release classes if they are available. 


* * % 


But I have my doubts about them. 
In another business that I used to be 
interested in I did release boys to these 
classes. And, as the director respon- 
sible, was sent the reports and urged 
to make the boys work harder, take 
more interest and so on. It was just 
as bad as being a parent without even 
the tenuous authority of the modern 
parent. 

My impression was that where the 
classes dealt with the fundamental 
skills which we ourselves were trying 
to teach there was interest and atten- 
tion. But in the field of more cultural 
subjects there was the greatest of diffi- 
culty. 

But I can’t for the life of me see what 
fundamentals, farming fundamentals, 
a day release course could teach, which 
could not equally well be taught on 
the farm. 

The tractor is, I think, the hub of 
the problem. Until a boy is of age 
to drive a tractor legally on the road 
he is of no value to us at all, except 
in a minority of cases. Once he can do 


this he can be used to our benefit while 
at the same time learning his job. 

As an employer it’s well worth my 
while to teach him all I can so that 
I can earn from his labour. If in the 
process he becomes more highly skilled 
then he is benefiting too. 

It does not take long to teach a boy 
tractor work. The care of live stock is 
a somewhat more complex occupation 
but is not, these days, the complex 
subject—mystery even—that it is some- 
times claimed to be. If the farmer 
is up to his job he could see to it for 
his own benefit that the boy learned 
fast and well. A keen boy would be 
of value from the start, one that is 
lackadaisical far more expensive than 
the mere 10 per cent recoupment from 
his wages. 


* * * 


If you have read this far you will 
think I am a pretty reactionary old 
man, that apprentices will give me a 
wide berth when they apply for jobs. 

I shan’t lose much sleep. Over the 
last few years I have met farmworkers 
in responsible positions from a variety 
of backgrounds. Bricklayers, sailors, 
civil servants, engineers and so on. 
Under good employers they demon- 
strated that keenness and common 
sense, not indentures, were the right 
qualifications for farm work.

Her feeding at the moment is marsh 
grazing, 2lb-3Ib barley straw, 3ib barley 
and beet pulp (a tying-up bait) for main- 
tenance, plus one gallon; then 34lb high- 
vield cake per gallon. 

When the herd starts cowshed lying- 
in early in October her ration will be 6ib 
straw, 25lb kale or beet tops, 20lb wet 
sugar beet pulp, 9lb of farm-mixed meal 
(5 parts barley, 2 parts high protein) and 
21lb high-yield cake—estimated at a total 
cost of about 10s a day. 


Nearly Doubled 

The demonstration—arranged by Sil- | 
cock & Sons, Ltd.—showed how breed- 
ing, feeding and management had lifted 
cow yields from 762 gallons in 1954 to 
1,203 gallons last year and an expected 
1,300 gallons this year.

Mr, C. A. Weeks, local wholesaler and 

butcher whose family has bought at the 

Buckland Sales for four generations. 

So began Chapter 2. You have to go 
back 111 years for the beginning of 
Chapter 1. For it was then that the late 
Mr. W. T. Buckland first opened a cattle 
market in the then quiet William Street 
near the centre of Slough. 

Five thousand or more sales have 
taken place, during which the little town 
20 miles from London has grown to a 
thriving, surging metropolis with a popu- 
lation rising towards 80,000; a place of 
supermarkets and giant cinemas (now 
presumably given over to _ bingo), 
throttled by the thickening skein of 
motor traffic. 


New Centre Planned 

Against such a_ backcloth nearly 
37,000 head of stock were sold last year 
and almost as many poultry. 

Something had to be done. Thanks to 
offers of land by two local farmers, 
Messrs. Stannett Bros. and Mr. G. W. 
Marshall, it was possible for Bucklands 
to cut the Gaudian knot. The Stannett 
site seemed the more convenient and it 
was there that a new centre was planned. 

So, in a remarkably short space of 
time a really up-to-date market began to 
take shape, capable of accommodating 550 
store pigs, 350 fat pigs, 60 sows and 
boars, 200 sheep, 80 calves, 120 fat cattle, 
450 dairy and store cattle and 1,500 
poultry.

Smith, of Slough, contractors, Bishop’s 
Civil Engineering Co., also of Slough, pre- 
cast specialists, E, W. Taylor & Co. (Ton- 
bridge) can look with pride on the con- 
crete acre of pens and offices which have 
the main cattle sale ring as the hub. 
Most of this is covered and all is well 
lit, thanks to generous glazing. Loading 
and unloading points are round the peri- 


meter where is the 100-vehicle car park, 
as yet incomplete. Beside this, and on 
the north side, an area has been set aside 
for monthly implement and machinery 
sales, 

It is noticeable that pigs are especially 
well catered for (over 25,000 passed 
through the old market last year) fat pigs 
and store being carefully segregated. 

Twice as many fat cattle pens have 
been put in as will probably be needed 
so that buyers can hold their purchases 
pending collection. A canteen, bar and 
office blocks complete the picture. 

Buckland & Sons, having cast their 
bread of £60,000 upon the waiters look 
forward to increased business. Mr. 
Sherriff summed it up: “I’m sure it is 
the right move; it had to come sooner or 
later.” 

This sentiment was echoed by Mr. 
Ernest Raynor whose family have sold 
beasts at Slough market since it opened 
in 1850 and who have farmed at Coln- 
brook near the present London Airport 
for the past 400 years. The farm com- 
prises 900 acres and is a mere 17 miles 
from Hyde Park Corner. 

Another “old customer” who regards 
the future with confidence is Mr. G. W.

ONEY is tight at the moment, 

very tight. Interest rates are 

high and the immediate pros- 
pects of financing a farm business are 
not at all bright—unless you are a City 
financier with £2m spare. What in fact 
are the possibilities of raising money at 
the moment? 

Sources of funds for farming fall into 
two groups—finance for land purchase 
and improvement, the so-called Jandlord’s 
capital investment, 
and money for 
equipment, stock 
and working capital 
—the so-called 
tenant’s capital. 

The main sources 
of landlord’s capital 
are private means, 
the Agricul- 
tural Mortgage Cor- 
poration, insurance 
companies and the 
Lands Improvement : 
Company. Bank overdrafts, the Agri- 
cultural Credit Corporation and mer- 
chants credit are about the only sources 
of tenant capital, apart from hire purchase 
arrangements. 

What are the advantages and limitations 
of these various sources of credit? 

Private means, very nice if you’ve got 
them, Borrowing from friends and rela- 
tions, or borrowing on the strength of 
their guarantees can be a useful and 
cheap way of raising funds, but the snag 
is that the money may be “called in” at 
very short notice. 

The Agricultural Mortgage Corpora- 
tion will only lend money for land pur- 
chase and they hold the title deeds of the 
property as security. The first approach 
to the A.M.C, is through one’s bank 
manager, who will put up the proposition 
to the A.M.C, Head Office in London. 
Normally the A.M.C. will then instruct 
their local valuer, who is usually a mem- 
ber of a local firm, to put a value on the 
farm in mind. The value which the 
A.M.C, put on a property is their assess- 
ment of its agricultural value only. 

The A.M.C., do not assess a farm on its 
residential value or possible development 
value. 


Two-thirds Only 


When their valuer has put in his figure 
and has recommended the property, the 
A.M.C. will then loan two-thirds of their 
assessment of the value, i.e., if the Cor- 
poration consider the farm to be worth 
£9,000 to them, they will lend £6,000 
towards its purchase. The loan is paid 
back over a long time, 30-60 years, and 
the rate of interest is fixed at the time of 
the loan and does not change thereafter. 

At present, the Corporation lends at 
64 per cent and it does not seem likely 
that this will be changed in the imme- 
diate future. There are financial penal- 
ties for paying off the loan earlier than 
the agreed date. The A.M.C., is a safe

and reliable way of borrowing cash to 
help the buying of a farm and is partly 
Government sponsored. 

Insurance companies will also often 
lend money for farm purchase but not 
for stock and equipment. Some com- 
panies have around £4m a week to invest 
and they prefer large projects. There is 
often a minimum value for the loan, 
around £5,000. 

The money is usually lent on the same 
basis as the A.M.C.—two-thirds of the 
company’s valuation. The rate of in- 
terest on the loan is fixed at the begin- 
ning and the interest is paid on the full 
amount for the length of the loan. Re- 
payment is arranged by means of an 
annuity such as a life assurance, the 
yearly payments of which will repay the 
loan after the agreed number of years. 

The advantage of this is that tax relief 
can be claimed both on the interest paid 
and on the annuity payments. At pre- 
sent, interest rates are likely to be 
between 63 and 7 per cent. 


Will It Pay? 


Would it pay, then, to borrow money 
to buy a farm at present prices and in- 
terest rates? Shortly, it is doubtful, even 
if the money were forthcoming. There 
are many would-be buyers who, at the 
moment, just cannot raise the wind. 

The institutions mentioned above may 
be willing to put the two-thirds of the 
purchase price, but the banks, who in the 
past have provided a lot of short-term 
funds for tenant’s capital, just have not 
got the money available. 

With land prices holding fairly steadily 
as they are, borrowing under the present 
squeeze conditions is not very rewarding. 
However, if prices come down, as they 
well may if a few forced sales take place 
(i.e., sales where the farm has got to be 
sold, and no reserve can be put on) lower 
purchase prices may discount high inter- 
est rates and that of course would make 
any buying prospects a little brighter. 
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The Im- 
provement Com- 
pany does not lend 
money for farm pur- 
chase, only for long- 
term improvements. 
The loan is repaid 
“ Absolute 
Order of Charge” 
issued by the Min- 
ister of Agriculture. 
This rent charge is 
the first charge on 
the farm, and it is paid half-yearly. Title 
deeds are not required as security. Rate 
of interest is constant over the period of 
the loan which may be upwards of 10 
years. Present rate is 74 per cent. 


Short-term Credit 


Bank Credit. Bank managers may well 
be prepared to loan money for short- 
term farm investment. The rate of inter- 
est will be one per cent above Bank Rate, 
whatever it may be. The interest is only 
charged on the amount outstanding. Bank 
loans are one of the cheapest ways of 
raising money. 

In many cases, however, the bank 
manager may recommend that the farmer 
approaches the Agricultural Credit Cor- 
poration, an N.F.U.-sponsored organiza- 
tion. The A.C.C, are prepared to 
guarantee a bank overdraft for the pur- 
pose of financing a farm development 
plan which they consider sound. 

Such a plan must usually be drawn up 
by a qualified person, i.e., a consultant, 
the N.A.A.S. or commercial advisory 
staff. If a development plan is accepted 
by the A.C.C, they will guarantee a bank 
overdraft up to the full amount. 

Repayment rates are agreed and the 
rate of interest is Bank Rate plus one 
and a half per cent, the half per cent 
going to the A.C.C. In addition, the 
A.C.C. charge new clients an extra 
quarter per cent for the first year only, 
to cover farm visits, etc, 

Convenient But Expensive 


Merchant credit, obtained by delaying 
the payment of bills, is convenient and 
informal but often very expensive, The 
discounts which are forgone often work 
out around an equivalent of 15 or 20 per 
cent per year, 

Hire Purchase. Is an 
way of obtaining credit. 

Keeping live stock under contract for 
an investment company is an indirect way 
of obtaining credit. This subject was 
fully dealt with on Sept. 19, page 119.

Australia is about 


2,000 miles E. to W. and 


N. to S. and I can only tell of the bit we live in—the New England district of 


New South Wales. 


Armidale is midway between Brisbane and Sydney—about 


300 miles from each and over 100 from the sea. 


Being over 3,000ft above sea level we 
have plenty of winter frosts but nearly 
always sunny days. I have a farm of 
194 acres, of which 22 acres is apple 
orchard and the remainder sheep grazing. 
It is sandy granite country, 

As we have six children still at school 
we intend continuing to live in Armidale 
for some time (where the schools are 
good) and I drive out 17 miles to the farm 
daily. 

Selling our 83-acre dairy farm in 
England enabled us to buy this orchard 
and farm and house in Armidale and 
still leave quite a bit invested. I also 
expect a better gross and net income 
from this farm than the one in England 
and with less physical effort. 


Delivered From Churns 

This is not a dairying district, though 
the local milk producers supplying the 
10,000 people in Armidale do well, retail- 
ing milk at Is a pint (one Australian 
pound=25s sterling) and delivering out 
of churns into jugs. The Macleay river 
valley between here and the coast is a 
dairying district. But selling cream at a 
low price in a warm climate—bananas and 
oranges are grown near the coast—does 
not attract me. 

There is a good farm advisory service 
and one can get disinterested advice 
before purchasing a farm, of which there 
are plenty for sale. So long as one is 
prepared to adapt oneself to the different 
conditions, anyone who could farm at a 
profit in England should be able to do 
better here. 

Australia House in London will give 
one information about assisted passages, 
which can be obtained after some irritat- 
ing delays! One can also read Australian 
papers there and get an idea of farm 
prices. There are good reception arrange- 
ments this end, but we found living in 
Sydney expensive with a big family. Farm

Minerals In 


The Ration 


E were surprised and somewhat dis- 

turbed by the wording of your 
report headed “No Minerals ad lib.” 
(Sept 12, p. 63) in which you deal with 
various papers presented to the British 
Veterinary Association’s Congress at 
Oxford. It could be inferred that it is 
unwise for the average farmer to feed 
a balanced mineral mixture, especially 
on a free access system. 

It is surely one of the prime requisites of 
feeding sock that the rations contain 
an efficient mineral mixture and other 
factors, and it is quite contrary to the 
sound common sense of Dr. Ruth 
Allcroft’s remarks on the individual 
mineral elements, as set out lower on 
the page. 

Nobody would dispute the need to 
balance the mineral mixture adequately. 
And the need to take cognisance of the 
dangers . associated with the unre- 
stricted use of excess calcium and also, 
especially, those minerals which contain 
a large amount of copper. 

Dr. Allcroft has in fact, continued the 
series of important contributions on 
mineral findings that have come from 
Dr. H. H. Green, and his successors 
at the Weybridge Laboratory during 
the past 25 years, which we, in common 
with other manufacturers of scientific- 
ally designed mineral mixtures, have 
based our formulations on. 

Furthermore, for several years we have

Such 
methods cancel out one another. The 
calling in of overdrafts causes farmers to 
sell stock at sacrificial prices, depressing 


Investment Allowance 
Encourages Renewals 


, : OUR article “Time to Turn it in” (Sept. 12, p. 97) is an interesting 
academic exercise, but it avoids some considerations and ignores others. 
These omissions are so important as to make the paper practically void. 

The Investment Allowance, which the article avoids considering, has the effect 

of encouraging farmers to renew plant and machinery frequently—I am con- 

sidering farmers who pay the standard rate of taxation and who purchase new 


equipment. 


This is because the taxable allowances during the first year of 


puchase of equipment are disproportionately high. 


For instance, the £600 tractor given as 
an example is written down to a book- 
value of £252 in its first year of use, by 
my calculation; whereas it might be worth 
£400 to a dealer. We must then realize 
that it is a fact that balancing charges 
are kept dewn, rather than up, when trad- 
ing in equipment—without being dis- 
honest about it. 

Investment Allowance may not always 
be claimable, as the article points out, but 
at the moment they constitute a primary 
consideration for many. 

Secondly, second-hand prices never 
fully reflect the state of the equipment to 
be traded in. For instance, the state of 
the tyres is an important factor in de- 
ciding the value of a tractor. Farmer A 
may delay changing tyres longer than 
usual in order to get the last ounce of 
use from them before trading in for a 
new machine. 


Repair Cost 

Farmer B fits new tyres to his tractor 
at the normal time and then trades in the 
tractor before the tyres have had much 
wear, Whether you treat tyre wear as a 
repair cost or a running cost, Farmer A 
will fare better than Farmer B by £20 or 
£30 overall. This argument applies to 
any other large repair expense. 

Lastly, quite apart from the state of 
plant and machinery, I should always 
think twice about replacements when 
Bank Rate is high. The farmer who 
replaces a deal of his equipment when 
Bank Rate is 7 per cent will have to 
find another £100 to £200 in interest 
charges, either on his own capital or 
bank interest on his overdraft, than if 
he waits until Bank Rate falls to 4 per 
cent, 

Under present government policy, Bank 
Rate is going to move between wide limits 
according to the needs of the National 
Economy. 

My conclusion is, let government 
policy, your accountant’s advice and prices 
in the second-hand market influence a 
decision when to replace plant and 
machinery. I respect Messrs. Dunford’s 
and Rickard’s attempt to analyse a difficult 
problem.

DAIRY Shorthorn cow in-calf to a

Handling Facilities 
A call for co-operation in the installa- 
tion of up-to-date handling facilities is 
also made in the survey as a step towards 
improved flock hygiene and husbandry. 
It was found that the average number of 
ewes per flock was 278, little more than 
half the minimum of 500 which was re- 
garded as a satisfactory economic unit in 
the “Mid-Wales Investigation Report, 
1954.” 
“ There can be little doubt that the 
small size of Welsh flocks must be quite 
a serious limiting factor to progress and 
improvement in flock husbandry  In- 
vestment in better fixed equipment, 
such as dipping pens, is limited because 
of the fairly high capital outlay in re- 
lation to the small number of ewes,” 
writes Mr. Smith. 


Other figures revealed by the survey, 


| carried out in 1957, were that two-thirds 


of all ewe lambs on the 638 farms were 


| away wintered; that supplementary feed-

SEVEN DAYS TO PAY 

For several weeks I have not deducted the 
National Health Insurance contribution 
from my employee’s wages. Can 
deduct the total amount due from his 
current week’s pay?—X. 

An employer can deduct the employee’s 

contribution only from wages relating to 

the week in respect of which the contribu- 





tion is payable. Therefore, if the 
employer fails to deduct the correct 
amount from any week’s payment of 


wages, he cannot deduct the balance from 
any wages which are paid for any sub- 
sequent week.—Lex, 


SPLITTING HARES 
May one ‘shoot game on one’s own land 
without a game licence?—X. 
You do not need a game licence in order 
to shoot rabbits or hares on land owned 
and occupied by you and over which you 
own the game rights, but if you do not 
hold a game licence you must hold a gun 
licence. You must hold a game licence 
in order to shoot game other than hares 
and rabbits.—Lex. 


HOME FIXTURE 
I let one of my farm cottages privately in 
1957 but now I want it for a worker. 
Is possession possible?—X. 
Assuming that the rateable value of the 
cottage on November 7, 1956, did not 
exceed £30 the tenancy is controlled 
under the provisions of the Rent Restric- 
tions Acts. You can give the tenant 
notice to quit (which must not be less 
than a month’s notice) but if he refuses 
to quit, you cannot compel him to do so 
except by a Court order. In general no 
order will be made unless the Court con- 
siders it reasonable to do so and is Satis- 


fied that there is suitable alternative 
accommodation available.—Lex. 
BY THE WAY 


A right of way to the hill has been used 
for centuries. Now a farm has some 
crops beside the unfenced track. What 
is the position if, despite our efforts, 
sheep tread some of the crops in pass- 
ing?—xX. 

You do not make it clear whether this is 

a public or private right of way. If there 

are public rights over the track, then it is 

a highway and the owner of sheep tres- 

passing from it will not be liable for any 

damage they may do unless he can be 

proved to have been negligent. It is a 





risk a man takes who has property adjoin- 
ing the highway and the loss falls upon 
him if he does not take precautions by 
fencing or otherwise to protect it. If 
there are only private rights, then, of 
course, the track is not a highway and the 
owner of sheep will be absolutely liable 
(irrespective of negligence) for such dam- 
age as his animals may do while deviating 
from the track.—Legis, 


NO HARM IN ASKING 
Am I entitled to the housing grant of £10 
a year for 40 years if I build a new 
farmhouse to replace the old, which is 
beyond economic repair?—X 
You might be able to get the grant you 
mention, but it is not too easy to obtain, 
and is usually made where a cottage is to 
be erected for a°’farm worker. All the 
same, the terms of reference of the grant 
do not rule out owner-occupation, nor 
farmhouses as such. It would, therefore, 
be worth applying for the grant to the 
local authority.—P. J. B.

MAINTENANCE PLUS 
Might I have a ration for Friesians? Good 
hay, ground wheat and barley, flaked 
maize, groundnut cake and fish meal 
are available. I shall feed cake to high 
yielders.—}. S. (Warwicks). 
If your hay is good quality you should aim 
at obtaining maintenance plus one gallon 
from a ration of 18lb hay and 4lb cereal 
such as crushed oats, barley, wheat or beet 
pulp. A good production ration using the 
foods you list is the following: 4 parts 
by weight ground wheat, 4 ground barley, 
2 flaked maize, 1 fish meal, 1 decorticated 
groundnut cake. Feed 4lb per gall.—J. S. H 


CUBIC CAPACITY 
We feed a mixture of cereals, beans and 
bought protein which is floury and 
takes our parlour-milked cows long to 
eat. Is a cube the answer?—W. B 
Berks). 
Cubes are normally eaten more readily 
and quickly than a mealy concentrate 
This is important with parlour milking 
and, if your policy aims at feeding con- 
centrates in the parlour during milking in 
amounts necessary for fairly high yields, 
then you should invest in a cubing 
machine When mixing home-grown 
foods I attempt to provide a flaky rather 
than a mealy ration which I consider is 
the next best thing to cubing. Cubes and

PURE FANCY 
Is it posstble to add a purifying chemical 
to stream water pumped for pigs to 
lrink?—H. H. (Devon). 
Assuming that there is no chemical pollu- 
tion, the only hazard is one of infection. 
The risk is not great, but increases as the 
stream becomes more sluggish and in pro- 
portion to the number of animals grazing 
on its banks. In the circumstances, add 
an iodophor or hypochlorite to the drink- 
ing water in the proportion recommended 
by the makers.

YELLOW PERIL 
The leaves of some of my fodder beet 
are yellowing and rotting away. When 
the trouble started I found leaves 
covered with black “fly.” What is 
wrong?—E. F. (Glam), 
The trouble is almost certainly due to 
virus yellows. As this virus is trans- 
mitted by aphids it is significant that you 
noted a high aphid population earlier in 
the year. There is nothing that you can 
do for this crop, but I think you should 
consider the danger it presents to similar 
crops, i.e., sugar beet, fodder beet or 
mangolds to be grown next year. You 
should ensure that, if the fodder beet is 
clamped, all the residue from the clamp 
is burnt early mext year and also that 
when you plough the fodder beet field 
you cover all the crop residue.—R. J. H

for early spring grazing. You have, there- 
fore, two alternatives. The first is to plough 
the ley and sow Italian ryegrass at 
approximately 30lb per acre on ground 
that has received a complete manure. 
Alternatively, you can leave the ley down 
until March/April and apply the equiva- 
lent of 2 to 3cwt superphosphate and Icwt 
muriate of potash this autumn and a top 
dressing of nitrogen as early as possible 
next spring.

SET PURPOSE 
Is it praciicable to run two ganders together 
and, if so, how many geese will they 
cover?>—G, P. (Yorks). 
Although it is possible to run breeding 
geese in flocks where only two ganders are 
to be used, it is likely that one of them will 
bully the ‘other. Because of this, either 
keep two pens of breeders or the two pens 
separate until each gander has got used to 
his females. Then allow them to get 
together. You did not mention the breed 
of geese, but if these are heavies such as 
Embden or Toulouse, allow only two to 
three geese to each gander; if the geese are 
of the light breeds, Roman or Chinese, you 
can allow three or four geese to a gander 
with the expectation of good fertility. — 
mat R 
NECK KNACK 
Will you advise me on the technique of 
chemical caponization?—C, W. (Yorks). 
Have an assistant hold the bird firmly 
with the head facing you, then with the 
fingers of the left hand pinch up a fold 
of skin at the back of the neck. Into this 
loose skin, and in line with the neck, insert 
the needle of the implanting syringe. Take 
care that the syringe is held upward 
before use, otherwise the pellet may fall 
out before the operation. The implanta- 
tion must be between the skin and the 
neck, and not into layers of skin, nor must 
the needle penetrate the neck muscle, or 
injury to the bird will follow.

We have used a Dorset Down ram on our 
Kent ewes successfully for four seasons. 
Shall we use him once more?—F. T 
(Kent). 
Rams may continue to be effective for five, 
six, Or even more years, but there is a 
natural tendency for them to become less 
fertile after three to four seasons. There- 
fore you will be running a risk if you 
rely entirely on this ram for another 
season. It would be advisable to have a 
younger ram available in case you have a 
lot of ewes return (which will be shown 
by raddling)—R. K. 





| SUCCESS WITH SHAVINGS 


I want to put my cows on to deep litter. 
My supplier tells me that for litter three 
to four feet deep covering an area of 
30 x 40ft I will need 15 tons of wood 
shaving. Please advise.—}. C. (Devon). 

Roughly one ton of shavings would cover 

an area of 30 x 40 feet at a depth of about 

one foot which is recommended to begin 
with. The procedure should then be to 

add additional shavings at least once a 


week and it may be necessary to do it 
twice a week, depending on the state of 
the litter. Assuming you add six inches in 
depth per week, this would give 10cwt per 
week or roughly 10-12 tons over the whole 
winter. Therefore, your supplier’s esti- 
mate of 15 tons total will not be far out. 
The litter, of course, “settles” a lot over 
the winter. 

The following points about deep litter 
for cows have been found useful in prac- 
tice: (1) A mixture of 3 parts shavings 
to 1 part sawdust is better than shavings 
alone. (2) Disturbing the litter with a 
cultivator from time to time appears to 
create more heat, which helps the cows 
and also gives better rotting of the 
shavings. (3) Some people are now putting 
down a layer of stones first, before using 
the shaving which appears to economize 
in shavings.—R. K

CARCELY a week goes by without news of giant new groups forming in 
the poultry business, or existing groups linking-up to become still bigger. 
Enormous concerns are in existence worth millions of pounds and 

undoubtedly many more are to come—it is the pattern of the future and the means 
to economic security. What of the small producer? In many cases he struggles 
on dazed by the turn of events and getting very frightened of his future in the 


industry. Yet there is still a place. 

Amidst all the headline news in recent 
weeks I can find encouraging signs for the 
man with a small flock. There are still 
prospects if he is prepared to look around 
with optimism and progress forward at a 
less spectacular rate. 

Stockmanship is something in the 
small unit’s favour and it probably means 
more to-day than ever before. It has a 
place even in the biggest group’s scheme 
of things. It can’t be forgotten even 
among the computers and ballyhoo of 
big business. 

Quality counts above everything. Grow

and better marketing, there was real feel- 
ing for the small unit. 

Declared Mr. C. J. Harrisson, vice- 
chairman of the British Egg Marketing 
Board: “I do not necessarily accept that 
only the largest producer or packer can 
be efficient. It may be that for the industry 
to remain competitive smaller producers 
will have to co-operate with one another 
more than has been the case in the past.” 

Perhaps more encouraging still was the 
view of Mr. J. L. G. Lamotte, Associate 
Director of Sterling Poultry Products Ltd., 
now owned by the big Ross Group. In a 
fine paper he goes down on record as say- 
ing: “There is still a place for the smaller 
producer if he follows quality control 
practices.” 


Eggs Per Week 


Mr. Lamotte gave some statistics worth 
quoting: U.K. egg consumption he esti- 
mated at 230 eggs per person per year, or 
4.5 eggs each a week. In Holland and 
Germany it is 4, France and Italy 3 and in 
the U.S.A. 6 per week. 

Rate of consumption here is increasing 
an extra egg per person every six years 
only. At this rate it will take 10 years to 
equal the U.S. figure. 

According to Mr. Lamotte “ Lion ” eggs 
are “average” eggs of standard quality 
accounting for 70 per cent of home sup- 
plies, a further 10 per cent are what pro- 
ducers keep for their own use and then 
comes 20 per cent of “superior” eggs— 
call them farm gate eggs. 

This superior sale can be the “ perk” of 
the small producer. 

It is fair to stress the need for co-opera-

tion or grouping for smaller producers, 
Getting together can be helpful, prefer- 
ably around a packing station prepared to 
brand those quality eggs with a view to 
local sale. 

Furthermore there is no reason why 
to-day’s small unit should always be 
small. Prospects for expansion may not 
be as bright as ever but they are cer- 
tainly more varied. 

Small-scale pedigree breeders are 
worried. Demand for their pullets is not 
what is used to be. That is why those in 
the medium groups are already banding 
together to pool resources and hybridise.

These farms cover three counties— 
Essex, Yorkshire and Hampshire, with a 
wide spread to give disease protection, 


A 4,000-bird unit of 330ft x 40ft has 
had to be constructed every five weeks 
to cope with the rate of expansion. 


The A.B.B, stock now carries the Arbor 
Acres trade mark and it is prominently 
displayed at the East Hanningfield, Essex, 
headquarters which houses a complex 
computer set-up and breeding records on 
a vast and impressive scale, Duplicates 
are mailed weekly to America. 

Basic requirement on each farm is an 
H-plan unit with two 4,000-bird rearing 
houses, developed after detailed work- 
study operations. The two houses are 
connected by a central building embracing 
egg and food store, with automatic 
feeder. Each H-plan unit costs £25,000. 

On other farms there are 
hatchery or laying units. 

The breeding programme was concen- 
trated on the White Rock for the female 
line, with Cornish as the male line.

Woman of the Week 


Mrs. Peter Bisgood, 
who farms 140 acres 
in partnership with 
__ her husband 

‘Kingsbridge, Devon 


Y afternoon with Mrs, Peter 

Bisgood was great fun. She is 

full of vitality and an excellent 
raconteur and mimic. Many of her 
stories of incidents in her life, on the 
farm and in the foreign cities she knows 
well, made me laugh until the tears liter- 
ally rolled down my face. 

She and her husband, Major Bisgood, 
who retired from the Regular Army about 
eight years ago, farm 140 acres in 
partnership at The Chantry, Loddiswell, 
near Kingsbridge, Devon. They have 
been there for seven years. Before that 
they had a farm at Liphook in Surrey for 
a few years, inherited by Mrs. Bisgood 
from her mother.

They are both wholeheartedly inter- 
ested in their farm and until two years 
ago Mrs. Bisgood milked the Jersey herd 
herself. Now she makes butter, does the 
cream separating and is an active member 
of the S.W. Jersey Cattle Society. 

The senior bull of their Aveton herd, 
Chesford Highfield Prince, was champion 
at the Royal Cornwall Show this year. In 
addition to the Jerseys they have the Con- 
ford herd of Sussex cattle and a registered 
flock of Clun sheep. A Sussex bull is 
used on all the Jersey heifers for veal 
production and the Bisgoods call these 
calves their “Jussex.” 

Although she has takem to farming like 
a duck to water, Daphne (Vicky to her 
friends) Bisgood’s early ambition was to 
be a stage designer. She was educated 
at Priors Field, Godalming, studied Greek 
at Oxford, attended the Art Academy in 
Dresden and worked in the studios of the 
Dresden Opera House. 

Her great love of opera has never 
flagged since those days. After Dresden 
she returned to England and trained at 
the Royal Academy of Dramatic Art—at 


the same time as Vivien Leigh and Joan 
Littlewood. 

She married instead of becoming a 
stage designer, but she did continue with 
her acting. It was after playing the part 
of Queen Victoria in “Victoria Regina” 
in India that “Vicky ” replaced Daphne. 

I could hardly believe my ears when 
she told me that in the last war she was a 
F.A.N.Y, Sergeant instructing in theo- 
retical mechanics. There was plenty of 
material there for her amusing stories. 
Later in the war she emerged from the 
mysteries of mechanics and became a 
staff captain in War Crimes in B.A.O.R.

Some years ago the Sussex Herd Book 
Society asked her to paint bull portraits 
and she has done many of these since, in- 
cluding the famous Jersey bull, Hockley 
Jester.

The chantry is also used for drama and 
ballet classes run by Mrs. Bisgood for the 
children of Aveton Gifford. This is their 
nearest village, although the postal address 
is Loddiswell. The drama club, now with 
28 members, is a great success, and Mrs. 
Bisgood produces one or two plays a 
year in the village. Her pupils have also

done well at the Paignton Drama 
Festival. 

The weekly ballet classes are very 
popular, too, and occasionally Mrs. Bis- 
good persuades Miss Elizabeth Schooling, 
formerly of the Ballet Rambert, and now 
married and living nearby, to give the 
children a professional lesson. 

Once a fortnight the indefatigable 
Vicky Bisgood fills the Land-Rover with 
the maximum number of youngsters from 
Aveton Gifford and takes them into 
Kingsbridge for an evening’s jiving.

JUDGE’S COMMENTS 


ESULTS in this competition were 

quite splendid—so good that it must 
have a rise in status and become, not a 
snapshot, but a real photographic com- 
petition. This means that instead of just 
taking snaps, a little bit more care in 
focusing, lighting, posing and selecting 
the background must be taken. 

Even so, it was very difficult to select 
the winners and runners-up. 

May I offer a few hints? Before taking 
any pictures study the photographs in 
FARMER AND STOCKBREEDER. Note the 
angle of the lighting, the stance of the 
animal and the absence of an interfering 
background. 

The unusual always has an appeal, and 
many “ strange Companions” photographs 
which were entered were spoiled only by 
poor lighting and not being quite sharp 
in outline. Remember, misjudging of 
distance is only one cause of blurredness. 
More pictures are spoiled by camera 
movement when pressing the trigger. 

To avoid this, hold the camera com- 
fortably and steady, breathe out, then 
squeeze—not jab—the trigger. The 
movement of a camera by as little as one- 
hundredth of an inch can spoil a picture, 
Where possible use a rest or a tripod.

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OCTOBER IN THE GARDEN 


= HAVE been told that dahlias are only half-hardy. Does 

this mean that I cannot leave them in the ground for next 

year?” asks a reader. This question is often asked. 
The answer is, given an exceptionally mild winter and the 
right soil conditions, the tubers sometimes survive in the open. 
But, in general, the tops should be cut to within 6in of the 
ground after the first frost, the roots being lifted two weeks 
later and stored in a cool, frost-proof shed. 

Some people dry the tubers before storing, but in my experi- 
ence, they keep better packed in boxes of peat or sand without 
the initial drying. Whichever method you choose, don’t forget 
to label the roots with the flower colour or name so that you 
know which is which when it comes to replanting in spring. 

What about gladioli? These are also half-hardy but the corms 
should not be dug up until the foliage browns. Plants can then 
be shortened to 6in and the corms spread to dry on slatted 
shelves in a cool, airy room. 

After about ‘six weeks, you should be able to clean off the 
outer husks before storing the cleaned corms in single layers 
in a frostproof room. 

For the benefit of those who missed my advice in a previous 
article, experiments have shown that it pays to soak the corms 
in a fungicide containing captan for an hour before storing, as 
a precaution against fungus diseases. 

Thrips often give trouble, too, during storage, but attacks 
can be warded off by dusting with D.D.T. And talking of pest 
and disease—several chrysanthemum growers are complaining 
of mildew this autumn. A mildew fungicide will contro! this 
disease if applied at ten-day intervals until the plants recover.

This is a good time to check fruit trees for disease, removing 
cankered branches and dressing the cut ends with white lead. 
Collect all mummified fruits suffering from brown rot—either 
on the trees or fallen—as these harbour the fungus in winter. 

Grease banding of fruit trees—you can buy the ready pre- 
pared bands from any garden sundriesman—should be com- 
pleted by the end of the month. This prevents the winter moth 
crawling up the trunks to lay her eggs in the branches—eggs 
which develop into those destructive little green caterpillars. 

If you’re planting new fruits order them as soon as possible 
now. Choose cordon, pyramid, bush or espalier—trained trees 
where space is limited, rather than half or full standards which 
need considerably more space. 

Family fruit trees which have three varieties cropping at 
different times, all grafted on a single tree, are ideal if only one 
or two trees are required. Apples and pears are available. 

Shelter from east wind is important for all kinds of fruit, 
mainly because pollinating insects cannot fly freely between the 
trees in a strong wind but also because cold winds can damage 
the blossom and seriously check growth. 

As to soil—the majority of garden soils can be conditioned 
with deep digging and manuring, though where there is less 
than 18in of soil over chalk few fruits will thrive. Deep chalk 
loams, however, will grow reasonably good plums and cherries.

BOILER? 


Kay Smalishaw writes of 
room-heating with storage 
heaters and insulated 
skirting boards 


NY form of heating that operates 
continuously and automatically 
is popularly dubbed “central 

heating,” whether or not it emanates from 
a single source. To-day I'd like to tell you 
about two so-called central heating 
systems that operate independently in each 
room in which they are installed. 

Powered by electricity, both are par- 
ticularly suitable for existing houses as 
installation is simple and much cheaper 
than for any kind of boiler system. The 
first method has the advantage of being 
particularly economical, both as regards 
capital expenditure and operation. It is 
based on storage heaters using low-rate 
off-peak electricity. 

Electric storage heaters have proved 
themselves in industrial and commercial 
buildings over some years. You may have 
seen, and felt, the comforting effect of one 
in a local shop or office. Even in our 
little country town several premises have 
these heaters installed.

In the home, however, this form of con- 
tinuous heating has only just become 
possible. Since September 1 electricity 
boards all over England and Scotland will 
install the special meter and wiring for 
the reduced-rate overnight and midday- 
boost electricity with which the heater is 
charged. 

A special domestic model storage-heater 
with built-in regulator which makes a 
separate room thermostat unnecessary 1s 
now available. This heater, which looks 
rather like a large-size convector (30}in 
high, 22in wide, 12in deep), has a loading 
of 2}kw and is plugged into a specially 
wired 13 or 15 amp socket. 


+++ 


Once in position, the temperature regu- 
lator, in the form of a numbered knob, 
is set in much the same way as with a 
heat-storage cooker. In other words, no 
adjustment is made once the required 
comfort-level is determined unless there 
is a radical change in the outside tempera- 
ture. Adjustment to small variations is 
automatic. + 

Turning the knob up or down will not 
give a quick response, 48 hours should 
be allowed for full effect, as the whole 
principle is one of slow charging, storage 
and slow giving-out of the heat. 

Now for some of the questions that 
come to one’s mind. 

Q. If the heater is made in one size 
only won't it be too big or too small for 
some rooms? 

A. It would not be a sensible proposi- 


tion in a bathroom, kitchen or very small 
room where other forms of electric heat-

ing would be more practical. In medium- 
sized rooms, say up to 14x 12ft, with 
reasonably good insulation, one heater 
would provide full day-and-night heat- 
ing (60-63 deg F) during normal winter 
weather. 

In a rather larger room it would be suffi- 
cient for background heating (55 deg F) to 
be supplemented by an open fire or other 
focal heat as and when required. In 
larger rooms two or more heaters would 
be wanted. 

As with all forms of heating, careful 
calculations should be made as to the 
amount of heat necessary to keep the 
room comfortable. It is always a mistake 
to have a heater with no reserve of power. 
The electricity board or contractor hand- 
ling the installation will work out the 
amount of heat desirable. 


> +4 
Q. These heaters look as if they are 
portable. Is that the case? 


A. In the sense that they can be un- 
plugged and removed if one moves house, 
yes, but as they weigh over 3cwt each, 
in the general sense, no! 


Q. What about cost? 


A. Each heater costs £22 18s. For 
full heating in a 3-bedroom detached 
house—seven storage heaters plus two 
infra-red heaters for guest room, kitchen 
or bathroom—plus i tion and con- 
trols, total outlay is given at approximately 
£225. Running costs for full winter 


season, including allowance for deprecia- 
tion, approximately £76-£80. 

Now about electric skirting heating, the 
second system. This does not use off- 
peak electricity, which means that run- 
ning costs are just under 4d per unit 
higher. But on the other hand, separate 
metering and wiring is not necessary. 

++ + 


The slim steel skirting board which 
contains the specially insulated plastic 
element is just screwed to the existing 
skirting or used to replace it. Wiring is 
to an ordinary power point. 

The loading is low, 50 watts per foot, so 
that usually the heated skirting is fixed 
ali round the room, thus ensuring particu- 
larly even temperatures, with the heat 
rising upwards from floor level. No stuffy 
head and cold feet with this system! A 
further advantage is that the surface tem- 
perature is never hot enough to scorch 
furniture or for there to be any risk with 
children or old people. 

The initial installation, which involves 
no structural alterations, is low in labour 
costs, but the actual equipment, at roughly 
25s a linear foot, is more expensive than 
a storage heater of the same rating. Even 
so the capital expenditure should be less 
than with any kind of boiler central heat- 
ing. Running costs can compare quite 
well, too, if room thermostats and time 
clocks are fitted.

discusses undulant fever 





BOUT 500 cases of undulant fever, 
otherwise brucellosis, occur in this 
country every year—nearly all of them in 
farm workers because the germ is the 
one which causes contagious abortion in 
cattle. 

It can be acquired through broken skin 
in handling the animals, but three cases 
out of every four are due to drinking raw 
infected milk. The disease can lie latent 
for long periods. So, although a farmer 
may be sure his herd is free of disease, it 
is still possible for him to be suffering 
from past carelessness. 

In a recent survey, 10 per cent of farm 
workers studied were found to have occa- 
sional attacks, while as many as 70 per 
cent carried the infection with no symp- 


toms. 
Although the disease can be serious, 


it generally takes the form of just head- 
aches, tiredness and occasional feverish 
attacks. The patient puts these down to 
flu or to catching a chill—he is better in 
two or three days and does nothing about 
it. 

If the possibility is borne in mind, any- 
one with repeated feverish attacks should 
have a skin or blood test, which is the 
only way of making a sure diagnosis. 
The best preventive is to drink only 
pasteurized milk. Milk, after all, is an 
ideal culture medium for germs, and you 
can be as attested as you like, bur still 
be a prey to this and other diseases. 

Penicillin and sulpha drugs do not cure 
brucellosis, but it can be cured, quite 
rapidly and permanently, with an anti- 
biotic called tetracycline.

NEIGHBOURS 


in the garden. Our neighbours, with only 
a few acres of land, turned out to be 
animal lovers too; but in a very different 
way. 

They also turned out to be farmers, of 
a rather unusual kind. The variety of 
their live stock ranges from goats and hens 
to canaries and chinchillas. All the 
animals are Tegarded as friends, and it 
seems that this attitude can pay dividends! 

Take the hens for instance. I keep 100 
hens in a large airy loft with automatic 
self-feeding, and automatic water supply. 
The electric lights switch themselves on 
at night during the pony to give my hens 
artificial daylight. Egg laying boxes are 
specially constructed, and all their food 
is scientifically balanced and prepared. 

In return for all this care, my hens pull 
each other’s feathers out, go broody con- 
stantly, and only lay 60 eggs a day, which 
hardly pays for the food they eat. My 
new neighbours have six large brown 
hens. They live in the garden all the 
year round. 

At night they fly into a sycamore tree 
to roost, perched in a neat row on a 
branch twenty feet off the ground. They 
often lay six eggs a day, and their food 
is kitchen scraps, and whatever they can 
find in the garden. 

Each of the six practically comes to 
call, and to them the Siamese cats and the 
Corgi are good friends. If my hens see 
a dog, they fly to the rafters in a panic 
and lay no eggs for the next three days! 

o + % 

My new neighbours have two nanny 
goats on the old tennis court. These are 
more friendly than our cows. They have 
pla pretty kids, and at enough milk 
to keep the house supplied. I had en- 
joyed several tea-parties with my neigh- 
bours before I found this out. 

One be after a third cup of tea, I 
asked which farm supplied them with 
such delicious creamy milk. Belinda and 
Jane were a source I had not suspected. 

My new friends have one large field in 
front of their house and this is put to good 
use with a minimum of trouble. Newly 


weaned beef calves are fattened on the - 


grass, and sold for a small profit some 
months later. 

Sometimes the field is let to the local 
pony-trekking centre, who are glad of it 
to give their picturesque highland ponies 
a rest. On one occasion sheep were win-

tered there for a local farmer who was 
short of grass. 

Whenever I go to see my neighbours, 
I am impressed by the two beautiful 
Siamese cats. They add to the charm 
and character of the house as they recline 
in artistic attitudes in the drawing-room, 
or play on the immaculate lawn. They 
have been taught not to molest the can- 
aries; but unfortunately they do chase 
the wild birds occasionally. 

These two cats have carefully planned 
litters of kittens, which are carefully 
reared and sold reluctantly when they are 
old enough. Very different from our 
farm cats, whose many kittens have to 
be given away to half-reluctant owners to 
save them being drowned. Nor can you 
call a cat friendly who sits and glares at 
visitors from the top of the stable door.

My neighbours’ main farming activity 
is carried on in the house. There are 
large airy rooms on the first floor—too 
many for the needs of the occupants. One 
of these rooms has been given over to the 
rearing of chinchillas. 

Chinchilla breeding, like all farming, 
needs capital to start and is a long-term 
affair. My neighbours started with an 


outlay of £500 to buy four females and 
one male chinchilla two years ago. They 


cost sixpence a week each to feed, and 
it takes half an hour a day to fulfill all 
their needs. 

They live on special pellets, All-bran, 
Bemax, pea-nuts, apples and raisins. In 
addition they like to chew on wood and 
pumice-stone, and nibble rock salt. Their 
metal cages are easily constructed in tiers, 
each female living in her own cage, and 
the male having access to all the cages 
through a corridor down the back. 

His wives all wear round cardboard 
collars to prevent them leaving their own 
cages through the slightly smaller round 
door to the corridor. It is ideal from the 
male chinchilla’s point of view. 

Chinchillas breed twice a year if you are 
lucky, with one or two in each litter. So 
a chinchilla breeder reckons that his stock 
doubles itself each year, allowing for the 
proportion of males bred, and sent away 
for pelting at eight months old. 

‘They originate from the Andes moun- 
tains in South America, though practically 
extinct there now due to Over-trapping at 
the end of the last century, when the fur 
became fashionable. Nowadays all chin-

chilla fur is obtained from animals bred 
in captivity. 

They are extremely pretty creatures 
with pearly grey fur, rather like an extra 

plump squirrel, or an oversize fluffy 
hamster, silver instead of golden, and 
wearing a tail like a squirrel. They are 
clean to a point of fastidiousness, taking 
a daily bath in a box of fuller’s earth. 

Their cleanliness and lack of any smell 
makes them ideal to keep in a house, 
provided they are kept in a room well 
away from the principal bedrooms. Chin- 
chillas are nocturnal creatures, and take 
vigorous exercise at night, 

My friends hope to increase their stock 
until they have a hundred animals, selling 
the young males for pelts. A good pelt 
brings in £8, so when they have their full 
complement in about five years’ time, my 
neighbours’ gross income should be in the 
region of £1,600 a year. 

On our farm there are 25 breeding cows, 
and when we sell their calves for beef, it 
brings us in the same income as my 
friends’ chinchillas. A full length chin- 
chilla coat costs around £7,000, and it is 
said to be the most expensive fur in the 
world. 

I like to feel that beef from our farm 
will give strength to the men who will 
buy the fur coats made from my new 
neighbours’ chinchillas.

HUTNEY of one kind or another 

can be made at any time of the 

year, but autumn, with its abun- 
dance of fruit and vegetables, is essen- 
tially the chutney season. Try out some 
new ideas but do remember a few im- 
portant points. 

All chutney tastes more spicy when it 
is first made and is better left to mellow 
for several months before being used. If 
you try a new recipe, make only a small 
quantity initially until you are sure the 
family like it. 

Use a pan of steel, aluminium or en- 
amel, never use copper, brass or iron pans 
for any recipe containing vinegar. Muc 
depends, too, on the vinegar used—buy 
a good brand of bottled malt vinegar or 
use distilled white vinegar for light- 
coloured preserves. 

Spices should always be freshly-bought 
and the best salt to use is the block-type 
kitchen salt. 

Chutney should be cooked slowly and 
stirred frequently, especially towards the 
end of the cooking time when it tends to 
stick and burn. It is done when a wooden 
spoon drawn across the contents of the 
pan leaves a clearcut division with no free 
liquid. 

Pot as soon as cooked into warm, steri- 
lized jars and put a circle of waxed paper 
on top. Cover with synthetic skin or 
panes roof paper or use screw capped 
jars. ever use Cellophane film covers 
as these allow the vinegar to evaporate 
and the chutney will then shrink down. 


APPLE AND TOMATO CHUTNEY 
2ib cooking apples 2 pints vinegar 
4b tomatoes, green | 4 teaspoons mixed 
red mustard 
2 tablespoons mixed 
pickling spice 
Ilb Demerara sugar 
IRST chop the onions finely and cook 
them in a little boiling water for ten 
minutes.

Boil 
the vinegar and sugar together with the 
salt and mustard seed, put in the peppers 
and onion, bring to the boil again and 
cook for only 2 or 3 minutes, boiling 
hard and stirring all the time.
